In which an extract la glv»o from a 
pempniet issued by the Forest, Fish sod 
Gems Coen mission of the Blais of New 
York regarding the klods of trees moot 
suitable for street planting, dividing 
them eafollows: 

“Wide street* -American or whlta 
elm, bard or sugar maple, tulip tree, 
basswood (linden), horse oheelnut, sweet 
gum, syoemore (buttonbaii), white ash, 
scarlet oak, red oak, white oak, honey 
locust, American chestnut. 

''Narrow air «eu — Norway ruaple, 
white or Oliver maple, rod *napl*. allan- 
Ibus, cucumber tree, ginkgo, bay willow, 
pin oak, red flowering horse chestnut, 
black ot yellow locust, backberry, hardy 
oatalpa (specloea), louberdy poplar. 

“Tbeae tree# are aisled In the order of 
tbelr desirability.” 

After planting care should be taken of 
the trees; they should be protected with 
wire netting placed around the trunk to 
the height of about eight feet and fast¬ 
ened so It oannot chafe toe bark. 

W# give herewith the towu ordinance 
cover lag this subject, and have been 
assured mat me Town Council stands 
ready to carry It Into effect upon appli¬ 
cation.
